The death, while visiting 
daughter in Chicago, of General 
Julian $. Carr, of Durham, N. C., 
brings to a close the career of one 
who since the civil war has been 
an outstanding figure in the south’s 


tional and social activities. 


town of Chapel Hill, near Durham, 
and served through the civil war. 


After the war, with the fortunes of 
his father dissipated by that con-. 


flict, he moved to Durham and 
shortly thereafter, In copartnership 


with the late W. T, Blackwell, estab- 


lished the Blackwell-Durham To- 


smoking tobacco which subsequent- 
ly became world-famous as the 
“Durham Bull.”” 3 Mr. Carr was the 
active manager of that business, and 
became a pioneer in trade-mark ad- 
vertising. 

A famous artist was employed to 
create and paint the ‘‘Durham Bull’ 
On conspicuous boards all over the 
country, Europe and the Orient, 
and this was supplemented by news- 
paper and magazine advertising 
reaching at the peak into millions 
of dollars a year. Other brands 
were added, and the Blackwell com- 
pany thus built one of the greatest 
manufacturing plants of the kind in 
the world, and the leader in its spe- 
cific line. 

In the meantime Washington 
Duke, dnother native of the Durham 


vicinity, began the growing of to- 
bacco and the selling of plug and 
tobacco wrapped cigarettes from a 
covered wagon. His plant was a 
small barn left upon his little farm 
from the ravages of war. The busi- 
ness of Mr. Duke also prospered, 
and developed into the Duke Manu- 
facturing company, makers of the 
“Duke of Durham” cigarettes and 
“Duke’s Mixture” smoking tobacco, 
the latter in competition with the 
“Durham Bull’ brand of the Black- 
well-Carr company. The rivalry 
was intense but friendly for years, 
and when the sons of the elder 
Duke, succeeding to the business 
Organized the American Tobacco 
company, a combination of practi- 
cally all plug, smoking and cigar- 
ette manufacturing firms Mr. Carr 
refused to enter. He fought the 
combination successfully for years, 
subsequently retiring from the firm 
and entering the banking business. 
After his retirement the Blackwell 
company was brought into the 
American Tobacco company. 

Mr. Carr, in all of his busy years 
of a great business administrator, 
gave liberally of his time to public 
affairs, taking an active part in 
democratic politics. At the same 
time he gave lavishly to colleges and 
universities, white and colored, re- 
gardless of sectarian views, becom- 
ing as liberal a contributor to the 
State University, znd to Wake For- 
est colleges, a Baptist institution, 
as to Trinity, a Methodist, although 
he was from early life until death 
a strict and devout communicant 
of the Methodist church. He con- 
tributed to the building of churches, 
libraries, memorial halls, and was 
known throughout the south as a 
philanthropist of the most liberal 
and unselfish type. 

His home in Durham, for years 
prior to the déath of his wife, one 
of the show places of North Caro- 
lina, was a social center, and through 
his devotion to the spirit of democ- 
racy it knew no caste lines except

TOBACCO PRODUCTION 
HAZARD’ 15 SCOUTED 


Referring to a report of the United 
States departn ent of agriculture that 
‘a hazard extsts in the violent in- 
crease in tobacco production contem- 

lated in Georgia,” officials of the 
state department of agriculture Wed- 
nesday declared that there will be 
little danger of loss to growers if 
proper methods are used in cultivat- 
ing and marketing the crop. 

The government department ex- 
plained in its report that the “hazard” 
existed because of the “inexperience 
of the growers planting their first 
crop, the expense of providing curing 
barns and other equipment and the 
uncertainty that present prices will 
be maintained.” It stated that pro- 
duction of bright tobacco had been 
extended into about thirty new 
counties. 

“While indications point to a sub- 
stantial increase in the _ tobacco 
acreage this year, there seems to be 
little danger of loss to growers if the 
proper methods are used in cultivat- 
ing, harvesting and marketing the 
product,” said Fred T. Bridges, as- 
sistant commissioner of agriculture. 
“Production of tobacco, especially 
bright, has increased steadily in this 
state and aa yet, the growers have 
had little difficulty in disposing of 
their crops.”

tacle. By the way, let me say right 
here that I’m going to put my John 
Hancock at the end of my letter, and 
let me ask where you warehouse your 
stamp collection nowadays? I am 
heping for a reply, but I am nothing 
if not sanguine. I am troubled occa- 
sionally with small sores in the mouth 
that are sometimes painful and to say 
the least annoying. They are whitish 
and range in size from a pinhead to 
that of a pea. I have heard them 
called cankers. I would not be sur- 
prised to hear you say there is no 
such thing as I describe, but if by 
any chance you do recognize such a 
condition, .... «se. , W.) 

Answer.—Your sarcasm, as _ it 
seems to me, is purely for the sake 
of sarcasm, whereas mine, as it seems 
to me, has some extenuation, When 
{ assure somebody there is no such 
thing as catarrh, nervous breakdown, 
acute indigestion, female weakness, 
open or closed pores, and the like, 
my ulterior and maybe subtle motive 
is to arouse somebody’s interest in 
his or her Health, to the extent of 
trying to find out what really is the 
matter. I do not mean to be disagree- 
able when I tell you something you 
know which isn’t so, isn’t sv. 

The little ulcers or sores you de- 
scribe so well, which you say vary 
from the size of your head to that 
of my mind, are in all probability, 
it gives me great pain and anguish 
to admit, canker sores. I might even 
sympathize with you just a wee 
trifle about them, for I was subject 
iv them myself. But I must not do 
so, for it would be out of character. 
Imagine me sympathizing with any- 
body. 

I suggest that you touch each little 
sore daily with a mixture of glycerin 
and tincture of iodin, half and half, 
by means of a toothpick with the end 
wrapped with cotton and dippped in 
the mixture— a fresh application for 
each sore each time, and just a gentle 
touch. Then fix up a_ saturated 
solution of borie acid, by dissolving 
a tablespoonful of. boric acid in a 
pint of freshly boiled water, or a 
little more boric acid if all of that 
dissolves, and rinse the mouth gently 
with it, tepid or gently warmed, half 
a dozen times a day or oftener, par- 
ticularly before and after taking food. 

About the nature and causes of 
cankers in the mouth I venture to 
be original. My notion is that they 
are primarily caused by slight in- 
juries, as from excessively hot food 
or drink, or from rough use of the 
toothbrush, or from unhygienic den- 
tures in the mouth, and that these 
injured places are infected by bac- 
teria from diseased tonsils, carious 
teeth or infected gums. I am sorry 
to say that I have never had the 
satisfaction of hearing this notion 
confirmed by any authority.

How did the celebration of May 
Day originate? 

There is some reason for believing 
that the celebration of May Day is 
a survival of the rites which were of- 
fered on May 1, to the Roman deity 
Maia, goddess of spring fertility. The 
actual basis of May Day seems to 
have been the Roman Floralia, cele- 
brated April 28 to May 3, and insti- 
tuted at Rome in the year 238 B. C., 
on account of a bad harvest. Flora, 
to whom the feast was consecrated, 
was also goddess of fertility as well 
as of flowers She is generally re- 
presented as wearing a wreath of 
flowers. 

Is there any verse in the Bible that 
states illegitimate children will be 
damned? ; 

No, but in the 23d verse of the 
2d chapter of Deuteronomy it says 
they shall not be admitted to the 
“Congregation.” The explanation of 
“congregation” given by a Bible Com- 
mentary is that it meant either ad- 
mission to office or public honors 
in church or state, or, in case of 
foreigners, incorporation with the 
nation by marriage. 

Why are leases limited to ninety- 
nine years—why not an even bundred 
years? 

The limit of ninety-nine years in 
a lease would seem to be connected 
with a somewhat arbitrary estimate 
of 100 years as the probable extreme 
duration of the life of man.

Did France give her soldiers of the 
World war a bonus?

France gave every French soldier 
who had a minimum of three months 
war service and officer up to the 
rank of Captain, a demobilization 
bonus of 250 francs equivalent in 
November, 1918, to $46.46 as a fixed 
sum due to all. In addition, each 
received a sum calculated at the rate 
of 15 francs for every month’s service 
behind the lines,- or 20 francs per 
month if in the fighting line. 

What is an internal combustion 
engine. . 

One which obtains its power by the 
combustion or explosion of fuel. in 
the cylinder. The gas employed may 
be a fixed gas, or the vapor produced 
from ether, alcohol, gasoline, petro- 
leum oils, naptha, etc. These engines 
are divided into three classes. (1) 
Gas engines, those in which fixed 
gases, such as producer gas, are used 
—usually stationary. (2) Oil engines, 
those using oil, either in the form of 
a spray or the vapor given off when 
the oil js heated—usually stationary. 
(3) Higines in which is used the va- 
por of gasoline or other volatile 
liquids—used in automobiles, launch- 
es, etc. In these three classes of en- 
gines, the air and gases in the cylind- 
er being either air or water cooled. —

Atlanta is $215,000 better off fi- 
nancially today, the first day for pay- 
ment of 1924 city taxes, than it was 


on the same day 1ast year, it was 
announced at the office of City Comp- 
troller B. Graham West Wednesday. 
Guly $785,000 of the city’s legal $1,- 
000,000 borrowing limit had con- 
sumed to finance the city through the 
four “lean” months before tax col- 
lections begin. Water receipts, busi- 
ness licenses, recorder’s court fines 
provided the bulk of ‘running ex- 
penses through the month of April. 

At the city tax assessor’s office

ent floating debt and supplement 
other revenue sufficiently to keep go- 
ing until the next installment of taxes 
falls due in July. 

Comprtroller West borrowed $325,- 
000 Wednesday to meet city and 
school pay rolls and April bills which 
fall due today, running the total of 
short-time loans to &7R85,000. School 
pay rolls consume $172,000 of the 
loan; pay rolls of all other deparr- 
ments and incidental expenses con- 
sume the rest of it.

In offices and on the streets, there 
were little groups of business men 
and the universal subject was General 
Carr’s death.

Morgan on Way 


to America 


To Float German Loan, Rumor

New York, April. 30.—Today’s 
cables from London announcing that 
J. P. Morgan was sailing for home on 
the Homeric was understood by Wall 
street to mean that the head of the 
Morgan firm was coming back to help 
float a German loan in this country. 


When Mr. Morgan left New York sev- 
eral weeks ago with a party his plans 
were to spend several months cruising 
abroad on the Corsaire in Aegean 
waters. 

Morgan was the American repre- 
sentative on the international commit- 
tee of bankers which more than a year 
ago was formed to look into’ the 
chances of successfully floating an ex- 
ternal German loan. The commission 
reported, however, after a long session 
held at Paris, that such a loan could 
not be handled until after a definite 
agreement had been reached on the 
reparations problem. 

With the report of that committee 
in mind naturally. the financial dis- 
trict was pleased at today’s rumors 
regarding the early return of Mr. 
Morgan.

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39,393,120 Acres Predicted 


By Journal of Commerce 


New York, April 30.—(Special.)— 
A careful survey of reports on cotton 
crop conditions received by the Jour- 
nal of Commerce for the first month 
of the season reveals a more satisfac- 
tory state of affairs than was appar- 
ent at this time in 1923. Ampie sub- 


soil moisture is reported in nearly all 
parts of the belt and although the 
season is somewhat backward the 
ground is generally well prepared and 
planting proceeding rapidly. More 
over, there seems to be good reason 
for belief that the severe winter has 
caused material reduction in the 
weevil crop. 

Estimates of acreage likely to be 
planted in cotton this year, put forth 
by more than 1,700 special corre 
spondents of this paper under an 
average date of April 26, indicate an 
increase of 4 per cent over the acre 
age of 1923, which compares with 
10 per cent increase at the end of 
April last year as compared with the 
preceding year and an estimated in- 
crease of 11 per cent in 1922 over 
1921. : 

In 1921, following the sharp break 
in the market price for the staple, a 
reduction in acreage planted of 28.2 
per cent was forecast, while the year 
before there was a small increase, 
namely, 2.3 per cent. . 

39,393,120 Acres Predicted. 

Using the government’s preliminary 
figures of acreage for 1923 as a basis 
of calculation an increase of 4 per 
cent indicates that approximately 39,- 
393,120 acres will be planted to cot- 
ton in 1924. At this early date it 
should be borne in mind that esti- 
mates of acreage are little better than 
guesses, since cold, wet weather dur- 
ing the month of May would necessi- 
tate sharp revision downward in es- 
timates next month. 

With the exception of Oklahoma, 
Texas reports the most noteworthy 
gain in acreage, 9 per: cent, with 
South Carolina and Missouri showing 
increases of 5 per cent, Louisiana 4 
per cent and North Carolina 3 per 
cent. Nearly all of the other statee 
indicate smal] reductions. Texas also 
shows the largest gain in fertilizer, 
although in’ many parts of this state 
commercial fertilizers are not in gen- 
eral use, other states that expect to 
use fertilizer freely this year are 
South and North Carolina, Arkansas, 
Tennessee and Oklahoma. 

Season Nine Days Late. 


Owing to heavy rains in the latter 
part of March, farm work has been 
held up in some portions of the cot- 
ton belt, notably Georgia, the Caro- 
linas, central and eastern Texas, parts 
of Mississippi and nearly all of Flor- 
ida. The net result is an acreage es- 
timate for the belt of nine days later 
than normal, as against eleven days 
late last year and six ‘days late in 
1922. 

With the exception of the states 
above mentioned, weather conditions 
have improved since receipt of these 
reports, and it is understood that 
planting is proceeding rapidly under 
fairly satisfactory conditions. Just 
what the weather will be in the next 
two or three weeks will, as usual, 
determine the extent of the early cot- 
ton crop, since excessive rainfall at 
this season would not only cause se- 


rious delay but necessitate extensive 
replanting, with consequent “loss of 
valuable time and effort. 


SPRAYING INFORMATION 
GIVEN PLAGH GROWERS 


April 30.— 


Fort Valley, Ga., 
Hiley peaches in middle Georgia 
are now ready for the third 
spray, according to a report issued 
recently by the government and state 
laboratory here, and growers are ad- 
vised to start spraying that. variety 
immediately. ‘This application is ap- 
phed about two weeks before the 
fruit enters the stone hardening stage, 
and is primarily for scab and brown 
rot, the report exid. Elbertas, Geors 
gia Belles, and Uneedas are ready for 
the third spray, and Carmen, Early 
Rose, and the cther early varieties 
should receive the third . treatment 
next week, officials say. 

Self-boiled lime-sulphur, 32-32-200, 
should be used alone for this spray- 
ing, unless the first application for 
the curculio was omitted, in which 
case four’ pounds of powdered ar- 
serate of lead should be used with 
the self-boiled lime-sulphur. If the 
first two sprays have been applied at 
the recommended time no arsenate of 
lead is necessary in the third appli- 
cation. If dust is used instead of 
the liquid the 80-5-15 formula is 
recommended. 

A special effort should be made to 
do a thorough job in putting on the 
third spray, as no more treatments 
are to be given the late varieties 
until four weeks before the fruit 
ripens, the report stated.

Dixie Crops in Good Shape 
Though Retarded by Cold 


Washington, April 30.—Crop and 
weather cohditions in southern states 
during the week ending yesterday 
were summarized today by the depart- 
ment of agriculture, as follows: 

Temperatives were too low for best 
germination of cotton in the eastern 
portion of the belt, but were moderate 


fin most other sections, while less rain- 
fall in the southeast was favorable. 
Planting progressed well and _ has 
been extended to the northern por- 
tions of the belt in all sections. The 
cold, wet weather at the. close of the 
week in the northwestern portion of 
the belt was unfavorable. 

The germination of  late-planted 
cotton in Texas and the progress of 
early-planted were very good, and 
chopping and’ cultivating advanced in 
the southern portion of the state. It 
was too cool and wet the latter part 
of the week in Oklahoma, which will 
probably necessitate considerable re- 
planting. Conditions were favorable in 
Arkansas, and early-planted cotton 
shows good stands, while the warmth 
and ample moisture were beneficial 
in Louisiana. Most of the crop has 
been seeded intthe central and south- 
ern portions of the east gulf states, 
while a bout one-half has been planted 
in Tennessee; chopping out was in 
progress in the southern parts of 
Alabama and Georgia, where thie 
stands were mostly good. The nights 
were too cool for best germination 
and growth in the south Atlantic 
coast area, 

Early corn was favorably affected 
by the weather in southern states ex- 
cept for cool nights in the south At- 
lantic states, 

Potatoes Show in Georgia. 

Potatoes did well in the southeast, 
although growth was rather slow in 
Georgia. The crop was coming up as 
far north as eKntucky and Virginia. 
Sweet potatoes were being transplant- 
ed in the south. Truck crops made 
generally good progress and show im- 
provement, although growth was 
rather slow and most truck is general- 
ly late in the extreme southeast. Mel- 
ons improved in Florida and sugar 
cane did well in that state, while be‘- 
ter conditions prevailed for cane in 
Louisiana, Transplanting was _ pro- 
gressing in the south Atlantic sec- 
tion; plants were plentiful in Vir- 
ginia. 

Conditions continued generally fa- 
vorable for fruit in all eastern sec- 
tions of the country. 

Conditions by states follow: 

Maryland: Favorable for work 
Wheat and rye good, grass fair; all 
improving, but making slow growth. 
Sowing oats and planting early pota- 
toes, peas and truck crops in prog- 
ress. Apple trees coming in to bloom 
in central and southern’ counties; 
other fruit trees in full bloom, except 
in Allegheny mountain region. Sea- 
son continues two weeks backward. 

Virginia: Week was favorable and 
preparation of soil for corn, tobacco 
and cotton made ‘good progress. Plant- 
ing of corn and cotton begun where 
condition of soil is favorable. Wheat 
improved; potatoes coming up _ in 
southeastern counties. Abundant fruit 
bloom with prospects very satisfac 
tory.
